T heſe ſinging Birds ſeldome 
A fig the firſt yeare: only in the winter- time 
they will a little record. and then when the 
ſpring approacheth, they will breake forth 
with their voyces, and ſound the ir notes ful 
and perfect. And of al theſe ſinging Birds, the 
Linnet, Robin, Bulfi nch, Stare, is moſt deci- 
ble and apteſt both to tame, ard to learne all 
ſeveral tunes: they take delight in their cages 
and ſervitude, only they are apt to feed ſud- 
denly, and with their too much fatnes, often 
corrupt and dye ſuddenly: therefore it is not 
good at any time to let them be without 
chalke, ſugar, or Chick eed, which is a great 
preſervative & preſent helpe againſt the diſ- 
caſe of fatneſſe, ard you muſl ſhiſt them in a 
frefh cage every month, and take their dung 
from them every mor ing, and then blow 
their meateʒ and when you ſhift their cages, 
put the two doores together and blow on 
them, and they will ſhikr themſelves, for to 
handle them is dangerous; and when they

Here be in faulconry, ſixteene kind 

of Hawkes or birds that live upon 

prey; and though euery one have in 
them a ſpeciall note or character of 

much valour, yet ſome are much more vali- 
ant thã other ſome, as the Eagle, the Vulture, 

the Gerfaulcon, Faulcon, and ſuch like, are 
more valiant than the Goſſe hake, Lanner, 
Kitt, Ringtaile, and ſuch like. The valiant 
Hawk ever trufſeth her prey in the ayre, the 
leaſt valiant taketh her prey neere unto the 
ground, & moſt comonly upon the ground. 
The valiant Hawkes alwaics build upon the 
hie rocks, & on the ſteepe cliffes againſt web 
the rage of the Sea & water continyally bea- 
teth. And the leſſe valiant Hawkes build in 
tal timber trees; where they have ſome ſhel- 
ter and refuge : as for thoſe which build in 
ſome wals,or upon the ruines of old houles, 
as the Keſtrils & BA like, they are moſt * 
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and cowardly, and neither fit for nſec nor im. 


ploy ment. The long-wingd Hawkes are fit- I. 


teſt for the river, and kill both the Herne, and 
the other ſmaller fowle, as is the Mallard and 
Tayle : and the ſhort wingd hawkes will Kill 
them and the Hare alfo.The Merlin and Hob- 
by take moſt delight in killing the Larke: the 
Sparrow-hawksin killing the Blackbird, and 
the Musket in killing the Spatto w only; ma- 
ny other flights chete be, a8 of the Pye, Iay, 
and ſuch like: hut they are to be meaſured ac- 
cording to the mettle ofthe Hawke, for they

Hough the Deere by a ſecret in- 
ſtinct of nature and the providence 
of God are their owne Phyfitians, 
and not needing the _ of man, 
yet becauſe they are ſo ſerviceable for the uſe 
of man, I thought ir not much impertinent

from my difcourſe, to ſhew their Character 
or nature». The Hart of all other beaſts loveth 
to keare Muſicke, and marvailech ge all things 
that be ſeeth, and taketh great pleaſure to 
behold chem, as hath beene often ſcene by 
their gazing at the Bowe and Arrowes of the 
Hunter, or at a Carter, and the like; They are 
ac 
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feed in young Springs or Coppes, they goe 
againft the winde, and fo can tell whether 
there be any perſon or not: and if any man 
chance to ſpit or pifle upon any ſprig or branch 
in the Coppes : they will finde it out preſent- 
ly and utterly abandon that place. Being 
hunted and ready to be taken by the Hounds, 
they will for their laſt refuge flye to houſes

than to dogs: and as Pliny ſaith, they can

backe of the firſt, and all the reſt in like 


manner even unto the laſt : the foremoſt be 


ing weary-the ſecond taking his place, and 


he commeth backward.
